Carter, Director ‘ef the American 
Academy here since 1913 and well known 
in the United States as an educator, 
died suddenly today at Bologna from 


paralysis caused by sunstroke. He was 


returning from the Italian front with 
several other Americans who had been 


arranging for the organization of the 
‘American Red Cross. Dr. Carter had 
been prominent in the intellectual and
